Great Flair 


In a conversation I learned one 
of his firm opinions was that a 
great flaw in the direction of the 
Republican party in the .by-gone 
years had been a failure to in- 
clude young men and women in 
its programs.

Outdated, 
Grady Says 


Policy changes have outdated 
major portions of a Fulton Coun- 
ty audit of Grady Hospital, chair- 
man Fred Turner of the Fulton- 
DeKalb Hospital Authority said 
Monday. 


The audit, made for the county 
by the firm of Mount and Carter, 
covered a five-year period ending 
Dec: 31, 1958. It was particularly 
critical of the Authority’s bud- 
geting $745,000 for depreciation 
of Grady Hospital. 


VOLUNTARILY REDUCED 


Turner said the Hospital Au- 
thority, independent of any audit 
or report, voluntarily reduced the 
depreciation item to $440,000. This 
covers only property within the 
buildings and not the structures 
themselves, he said. 


But Turner said an additional 
$175,000 was earmarked as a 
building fund, with the Authority 
planning ultimate construction of 
a new laundry and replacement 
of the white nurses home. 


SELDOM CHARGE 


He also observed that some 
specific depreciation items are 
demanded in the contract be- 
tween Fulton County and the Hos- 
pital Authority. And he said de- 
preciation was required in the 
agreement under which the hos- 
pital bonds were marketed, 


The auditors said tax-supported 
institutions seldom charge for de- 
preciation of buildings and equip- 
ment. Otherwise, the same gen- 
eration of taxpayers would be 
paying twice—once in retiring

U.S., Soviet 
To Debate 
Arms Today 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 

The 82-nation Disarmament 
Commission meets Tuesday to 
hear a strong U.S. denunciation of 
the Soviet Union and a call for 
resumption of East-West disarma- 
ment negotiations. - 


The threat of Soviet boycott 
hung over the commission, called 
into session by Chairman Luis Pa- 
dita Nervo of Mexico at the 
strong urging of the United States. 
The commission must decide what 
to do in the wake of the breakup 
of the 10-nation negotiations in Ge- 
neva last June 27. 


The West blames the breakup 
on the Soviet group’s walkout 
from the committee made up of 
the United States, Britain, France, 
Italy, Canada and the Soviet Un- 
ion and four other Communist na- 
tions. 


No Soviet delegation spokesman 
officially has said ‘‘No, we will not 
be at the meeting table Tuesday.” 


But the Soviets have been so 
strong in their denunciation of the 
session that most diplomats take 
the boycott threat seriously. Some 
satellite spokesmen have said def- 
initely they won't be there. 


The Soviets have asserted that 
convening the commission now is 
a manpower tied in with the U.S. 
political campaign.

HAVANA 


(UPI)—Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
hailed Fidel Castro as a “tireless fighter” and an “‘out- | 


standing patriot” Monday, but popular discontent with 
his revolutionary regime spread to western Cuba. 


Dispatches from Pinar del Rio 
reported the arrest of 16 “‘counter- 
revolutionaries” at Los Palacios 
at the same time the government- 
controlled press made public the 
text of a birthday message to 
Premier Castro from Khrushchev. 


“Cuba under your heroic direc-

ROUNDUPS PRESSED

On Mental Health 


“You have pointed an indignant fin- 
ger... You have cited horrible condi- 
tions at the Milledgeville State Hospital. 
Now that these matters have been aired, 
as they should have been, what should be 
done immediately to help the situation?” 

In response to that query, which is 
similar to many The Constitution has re- 
ceived, we would urge that: 


1. State Hospital Supt. I. H. Mace 
Kinnon’s request for an additional million 
dollars should be granted. 


2. A psychiatrist should be found by 
vigorous search, and appointed to head 
the mental health division in the State 
Health Department. At present the men- 
tal health program is administered by 
the department director who is not a 
psychiatrist, and who has been unable 
to recruit one to head the division. 


3. There should be a psychiatrist on 
the State Board of Health. More than 
two months ago the Medical Assn. of 
Georgia submitted nominees. 


4. The three million dollars earmarked 
for new building at Gracewood will fall 
far short of providing sufficient facilities 
for defective children. There should be 
immediate planning to enable Grace- 
wood to take care of those on the wait- 
ing list. 

5. Plans should be made now for the 
building of the 100-bed intensive treat- 
ment and training center in Atlanta. The 
State Health Department should work 
out details with Emory University im- 
mediately for the training program. The 
center is essential in helping to prevent 
further overcrowding at the state hospital 
and at Gracewood and in providing 
trained mental health personnel. But the 
Health Department still has not select- 
ed a site for the center.

When Georgia’s Democratic leaders 
made their loyalty conditional on a refer- 
endum, they subjected it to doubt. 

They seem to be becoming more loyal 
to the party every day, however. The ab- 
surdity of the pledged-unpledged referen- 
dum grows in proportion. 

While the confused electorate is be- 
ing told it must vote Sept. 14 on whether 
it wants its November vote counted for 
the party nominee, Gov. Ernest Vandi- 
ver and State Chairman James Gray are 
preparing to go to Washington for chats 
with party nominee John F. Kennedy. 

And Mr. Gray says he’ll be in At- 
lanta Thursday when Georgia hosts the 
Southern branch at a national party fi- 
nance huddle.

It likely means Laos will become a Come 
munist staging ground for Communist in- 
filtration into neighboring Thailand and 
South Vietnam. The latter area is ex- 
pected to receive the first pressure. If 
Laos becomes Communist then South 
Viet Nam will be crushed between it and 
already-Communist North Vietnam. The 
Red Chinese are infiltrating small Asian 
nations as the Russians did those of cen- 
tral Europe. 

The decision is one which puts a stamp 
of failure on the work of the French and 
U.S, missions. This country has a five- 
year aid program going, which has been 
one of the economic mainstays of the 
small, underdeveloped nation whose an- 
cient culture and beauty are a rich chap- 
ter in Asian history. 


Upon the course of military leader 
King Le will depend whether or not 
the aid continues. If it is to fall into 
Communist hands and Communist uses, 
the aid will be discontinued.

Why Raise State Tax 
With Money Available? 


Gov. Vandiver says a tax increase is 
possible. Even though this year marks a 
state tax windfall, he lists teacher pay 
among pressure points that force him to 
think of a tax hike. 


Against this painful background, let us 
look for a moment at Washington, which 
rakes in two-thirds of all taxes and leaves 
the state and locality a one-third base. 
More than half of our state taxes already 
go for education. Instead of hiking them 
up and up forever, why don’t we insist on 
Washington kicking back some of that 
tax money it takes from us? 

That’s the point, 


In Congress, men as sound as Sam 
Rayburn are battling now to pass a bill 
that would bring us federal money to 
construct schools and raise teachers. 


And in Georgia, where the GEA says 
we are right now shy 428 teachers with 
school about to open, politicians oppose 
acceptance of this federal money. 

It might have “strings,” they say. 

A big transfusion of federal money has 
just been announced for Cobb County, 


impacted by defense families. No strings 
on that. 


But we won't let the same kind of 
money into Georgia counties generally. 
Why? 

Welought to support federal aid to our 
schools and teachers. We paid the tax 
money to Washington and it is due back. 
This is one obvious way to ease the back- 
breaking burden of more state taxes.

Geargia Gets Richer 
But Not Fast Enough 


Personal income in Georgia climbed 
over the six billion mark in 1959— 
slightly. 

This sounds impressive. Six billion 
dollars is a lot of money. It figures out 
to $1,553 per Georgian. That’s about 
$6,000 per family. 

Unfortunately, though, the total only 
puts us sixth in the poor South and 20th 
in the nation (though Georgia was the 
13th most populous state according to the 
previous census). 


We are growing richer. At least we 
are growing less poor. But it has been 
estimated that it will take 141 years at 
the current rate of progress for the state 
to catch up with the national average. 

Georgia and the South entered the race 
late and with a big handicap. We are 
running fast. We must speed up. And we 
must not pick up any additional burdens. 
We must hope that Arkansas’ “unique 
encumbrance” remains unique.

Senate Is Proud 
Of Its Saltonstall [ey 


WASHINGTON—The lost and forgotten cam- i 
paign—the campaign nobody notices much— > &o 
needs some attention, too. The struggle for the — 
presidency is largely obscuring a series of less dramatic but deeply 
significant contests involving the Senate. And not the least of these 
contests engages one of the finest ever to sit in the Senate in our 


time, Leverett Saltonstall of Massachusetts. 


He is an important force for 
tolerant common sense. After 16 
years of unpretentious and quietly 
distinguished service, he is now 
hard pressed for reelection. 


His trouble, so far as one can 
gather, arises mainly from the 
circumstances that the Democrats 
chose his fellow senator from 
Massachusetts, John Kennedy, as 
their presidential nominee, 


Whether or not Kennedy will win 
the whole country, no one doubts 
he will do very well indeed in 
his native New England. The 
strong probability is that, as head 
of the Democratic ticket, he may 
carry many a lesser candidate 
with him. Specifically, he may 
well so carry Foster Furcolo, the 
probable Democratic candidate 
for Saltonstall’s place in the 
Senate. 

There is irony in this. Salton- 
stall and Kennedy—one an old-line 
Yankee Republican and the other 
a brisk young Democrat— have 
not only always got along well 
together in jointly looking after 
their state. They have also liked 
and respected each other as rep- 
resentatives not merely of two 
parties but of two cultures—the 
old culture of the Boston Brah- 
mins and the new culture of the 
up-and-coming Americans of Irish 
background. 


By choice, this column is not 
partisan. But it is unashamedly 
pro-Saltonstall—not as a Republi- 
can but as a man; not as a poli- 
tician seeking office but as a sen- 
ator who has long honored the 
office he already holds. 

This correspondent has nothing 
whatever against Furcolo and 
raises no question of his ability 
and promise, But this correspond- 
ent also has a deep, strictly non- 
political affection for the institu- 
tion of the Senate. 

It is a respect and affection that 
goes especially to those superior 
men (their party being absolutely 
irrelevant) whom he once called 
the “Senate types.” Saltonstall is 
precisely such a type. 

He is not brilliant but he is 
sturdy and strong in the hard, 
rough times. He is a faithful par- 
tisan but he is also much more 
than a partisan. He is a good man 
for the whole United States of 
America whenever and wherever 
we are in danger in this world. 

He has well and decently earned 
his place in the regard of some of 
the most acute judges of their 
fellow men on earth, the members 
of the Senate. 

For, perhaps oddly, the Senate 
doesn’t care much about what a 
man’s party is. It cares about 
what he is,

Kennedy Faces 
2 Big Hurdles 


WASHINGTON—Democratic presidential nom- 
inee John Kennedy sees two major hurdles get- 


ae 

ting higher as the campaign gets hotter. Between 
his duties in the hectic recess session of Congress and completing the 
details of his campaign itinerary, he is devoting a good deal of 
thought as to how he can best surmount them. 


The hurdles are these: 

1, The danger that the heavy 
support coming from Catholic vot- 
ers will backfire and will provoke 
non-Catholics, who might other- 
wise vote Democratic, to support 
Vice President Nixon. 

2. The difficulty of combating 
the Nixon argument that as vice 
president he has had more useful 
and intimate experience in the 
conduct of critical foreign affairs, 

Kennedy does not at all believe 
that these difficulties cannot be 
overcome. But he is facing them 
frankly and realistically. This is 
the way he himself looks at them 
from the standpoint of both prob- 
lem and answer: 


KENNEDY PROBLEM — The 
senator is aware that the outlook 
now is that the “religious issue”’ 
will be an asset, not a liability. 

But Kennedy’s concern does not 
stem from the present state of 
the Catholic vote. His anxiety is 
what the consequence may be 
when it becomes generally evi- 


dent that there will be a prepon- 


derant Catholic vote for him be- 
cause he is a Catholic, Will the 
prospect of such bloc-voting by 
many Catholics evoke a counter- 
non- 


KENNEDY ANSWER — The 
senator knows quite well that 
there will be some who will vote 
for him just to break the re- 
ligious barrier. His answer to 
Protestants and other non-Catho- 
lics is that the only way to end 
bloc-voting by Catholics for a 
Catholic is to elect a president 
who is a Catholic. He holds that 
as long as Catholics feel that 
there is a barrier against a Catho- 
lic becoming president, the im- 


pulse of many Catholics to vote . 


for a presidential nominee be- 
cause he is a Catholic is under- 
standable and inescapable. 

KENNEDY PROBLEM — Ken- 
nedy recognizes that Nixon has 
an argumentative advantage re- 
sulting from the fact that the vice 
president has gained experience 
in his world travels and in being 
at the center of foreign policy 
formulation in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration.

of the United States. They have been eight momentous years, and 
the net result, in the only matter that really counts, the problem of 


peace, is that the world is nearer to war in 1960 than it was in 1952. 


Eisenhower was elected on af- 
fection. The slogan “I like Ike’’ 
really worked and the Americans 
voted for him because of his 
friendliness, his affability and his 
honesty. But warmbheartedness is 
not enough and Eisenhower has 
been a flop — admittedly a friend- 
ly flop. Eisenhower has failed and 
the stature of America is notice- 
ably lower, especially in the eyes 
of the uncommitted nations, than 
when he first took office. 


In warfare, the general was a 
committee man and never con- 
ducted a battle, In politics, he has 
been a bit of a recluse, often 
picking the wrong men, like Sher- 
man Adams, and associating with 
golfing cronies and jovial big 
business who would not and could 
not worry him with the ugly facts 
of international life. Ike is inartic- 
ulate, often confused and at 
times hopelessly out of touch. 


We in Britain too have had our 
failures in our prime ministers. 
Ramsay MacDonald, well-mean- 
ing like Eisenhower, but also pret- 


ty hopeless — like Ike. Stanley — 


Baldwin, lazy, affable, sometimes 
deeply cunning in a_ political 
sense, but not one of our famous 
sons. Neville Chamberlain — 


tragically wrong. And having | 
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failed they paid the price in the 
estimation of our country. They 
were not heroes. They were rec- 
ognized flops. 

But in Chicago, Ike, the indif- 
ferent, got a reception such as I 
have rarely seen. Half a million 
people lined the streets. The 
President, grinning like the hap- 
piest schoolboy who has ever 
robbed an apple orchard, was 
showered with clouds of con- 
fetti as he drove slowly in a mo- 
torcade from the airport to the 
centre of Chicago, on the water- 
front of Lake Michigan. He 
smiled, laughed and tried to hug 
his admirers who got alongside 
the car and tried to grab him. 
When he arrived at his hotel, 
he was covered with a snowstorm 
of chopped paper which lay thick 
on his head and about his shoul- 
ders. 

Americans treat the occupant 
of the White House in much the 
same way that we treat our royal- 
ty.

In today's hand, South became 
declarer at a contract of four 
hearts, though better tactics with 
his balanced hand would have 
been to pursue the no trump 
game. Nine tricks were there for 
the taking. 


After the opening lead, South 
engaged in an inordinately long 
huddle, affording East the oppor- 
tunity to do a little calculating 
of his own. Declarer at long last 
concluded that his only chance 
for the tenth trick was the jack 
of clubs. He, thereupon, led the 
eight of hearts over to dummy’s 
nine and played the deuce of 
clubs. East, however, was not to 
be caught in a brown study. Dur- 
ing declarer’s huddle, he had con- 
cluded that South had seven quick 
winners, from his jump rebid 
of three hearts, and there were 
two additional tricks facing him 
in dummy. When the club was 
led, East was quite persuaded 
that declarer was leading towards 
the jack, but he was equally con- 
vinced that going up with the 
queen would not result in the de- 
feat of the contract. He, therefore, 
ducked with great dispatch. 


South was not faced with a 
guess. To play the jack would 
be giving East credit for greater 
stoicism than it was declarer’s 
intention to do. There was just 
as good a chance if he played 
the nine for, if East had the ten, 
the nine would force the queen. 
He, therefore, chose that play 
and West won with the ten. There 
no way for declarer 
to win the hand. 


It will never be known what 
action East would have taken, 
had the first three tricks been 
played in rapid order. Perhaps 
he would have ducked, but then 
we would have had to doff our 
hats to him as a stout fellow.

Swastikas

Dachau Camp 


DACHAU, Germany (UPI) — 
Swastikas have been smeared on 
the walls of a gas chamber at 
Dachau, the infamous concentra- 
tion camp where an estimated 
70,000 persons died under the 
Nazis, it was disclosed Sunday. 


A spokesman for the Dachau 
Prisoners Assn. told a press con- 
ference that a man, who claimed 
the Americans built the Dachau 
crematorium as a propaganda dis- 
play, is under investigation. 


The incidents followed hard on 
the opening July 30 of a museum 
showing conditions existing at 
Dachau under the Nazis. and 
forms of torture and execution 
practiced there.

OUT-PATIENT SERVICE 


First major contributing cause 
to Grady’s “public image” is its 
deteriorating relations with its 
cooperation medical school at 
Emory. The New York consult- 
ants—Cresap, McCormick and 
Paget—make no bones that hospi- 
tal-university relations ‘‘contrib- 
uted heavily” to misunderstand- 
ing about the efficiency of 
Grady’s services. 


But another reason pops to the 
surface. This is the apparent in- 
adequacy of Grady’s ou'-patient 
service. 


Atlanta’s poor make 435,000 
calls a year to the out-patient 
clinic. Each day 2,300 prescrip- 
tions are filled. Each caller be-

care of each colored patient, 12.5 
minutes for white. This, in turn, 
contributed to poor utilization of 
the physician's time. 


Now it becomes apparent why 
the consultant’s study of Grady 
Hospital made this observation: 


“During recent years newspa- 
per articles criticizing the hospi- 
tal and detrimental to its reputa- 
tion and prestige have created 
widespread doubts among the 
caliber of patient care provided.” 


Money and manpower would 
solve the out-patient clinic prob- 
lem. The pharmacy staff, upon 
the consultant’s recommendation, 
was increased from five to seven. 
Otherwise, the problem has 
hardly been touched, except for 
Grady’s tightening up of fee col- 
lections, which earlier permitted 
$15,000 a year to dribble out. 


NEED SPACE, MEN 


Dean Richardson of Emory 
said “medical manpower” would 
go a long way to improving the 
out-patient clinic. Added space 
would help. With space he said 
Emory might even secure added 
research grants to supplement 


its current $900,000 annual re- 
search program financed by 
grants. 


Other problems contributing to 
Grady’s poor public image may 
not be so simple. Consider 
Grady’s relations with Emory 
medical school, which has over-

Emory wants to assume virtu- 
ally complete control of the medi- | 
cal program, with the idea that 
better coordination of thrifty use 
of talent will result. This has led | 
to friction between Grady and 
Emory.

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Dear Dr. Molner: Can an en- 
larged heart be restored to its 
normal size?—Miss T. L. 

The heart is made of specialized 
muscle tissue which is found no- 
where else in the body. 

It works two-thirds of the time, 
rests for one-third, which in a 
way is like the rest of our body. 


We sleep one-third of the time, 
and we are active two-thirds. 


The heart is four separate cham- 
bers which hold the b sur- 
rounded by the muscle ch, by 
contracting rhythmically, lets the 
chambers fill, then pushes the 
blood along. 


Valves between the various 


chambers make the blood move in 
the proper direction each time 
the muscle contracts. 


When the heart becomes en- 
larged, the main reasons are high 
blood pressure (which, of course, 
makes the heart work harder);

Traffic Nose-Counters to Operate 
4 Days at Chattahoochee Bridge 


Traffic, instead of going zip-zip-zip over the Chattahoochee 
bridge on the northwest leg of the expressway, for the next 
three days will be going screech-screech-screech as motorists 
apply brakes and stop to be counted. 


The traffic count started Monday mnbroieg at 6 a.m. in the 
southbound lane and continued until 2 in the afternoon. Tuesday 
the count will be made in the northbound lane during the same 
hours. Then Wednesday the southbound motorists will be stopped 
again, this time in the period from 2 until 10 p.m. Thursday 
northbound traffic will be stopped during the evening. 


The traffic count is part of a survey which has been under 
way for 18 weeks on 58 Atlanta highways and streets. The in- 
formation will aid planners of future streets. 


The 30 interviewers try to stop every motorist, but during 
the heavy traffic hours are able to stop only about half. They 
also try to keep traffic moving, but even so the bumper-to- 
bumper jam extended three or four miles Monday morning. 


R. E. Ritch, field traffic engineer, estimated that about 
27,000 vehicles a day travel both the northwest expressway and 
the south expressway, where a survey was made last May.

For months members of the 
State Textbook Committee, a le- 
gally constituted body, have 
been examining materials of- 
fered by publishers. 


FIVE AREAS 


Hal W. Clements, director of 
the Division of Instructional Ma- 
terials and Library Services for 
Georgia, explained that all text- 
books fall within one of five 
areas: Reading and literature; 
social science; commercial and 
vocational subjects; mathemat- 
ics, science and health; Eng- 
lish, fine arts and foreign lan- 
guages. 


“Each year at a_ specified 
time,”” he explained, ‘‘one of 
these areas comes up for adop- 
tion and all textbooks present- 
ed by the publishers which be- 
long in a particular classifica- 
tion are considered by the com- 
mittee.” 


This year, the area of Read- 
ing and Literature comes up for 
adoption. New material in Eng- 
lish, Fine Arts and Foreign 
Languages is also being pre- 
sented to the committee. If 
material submitted by publish- 
ers is approved, they are in- 
cluded in the Georgia Textbook 
List for Elementary and High 
Schools. From this list, school 
systems throughout the state 
compile their order for the aca- 
demic year. 


FIGURED BY SCALE 


The amount of money. each 
system receives for textbooks 
is figured by a scale determined 
on the basis of the total appro- 
priation and the number of pu- 
pils enrolled. The 1959-60 scale 
is as follows: $2.50 per pupil in 
grades one through three; $3 
per pupil, grades four through 
seven; $3.70 per pupil, grades 
eight through 12.

On Style Stealers 


PARIS (WNS)—France is busy strengthening 
its counter-espionage system for 1960-61. Object: To 
check the persistent international fashion spy and 


style stealer. 


Two more spies—this time 
British—have just been indicted 


for purloining top-secret fash- 
ion information from Paris cou- 
turiers. One is a London copy- 
ist and the other an important 
Oxford Street dress manufac- 
turer. 


So once again insults and in- 
dignant charges are flying back 
and forth across the English 
Channel between those two tra- 
ditional enemies, France and 
England. 


Surprisingly, Norman 
Hartnell, designer to the royal 
family and London’s elite, sym- 
pathizes with the French. 

“Because I, too, have been 
the victim of copyists, I am 
obliged to take the severest 
precautionary measures,”’ he 
said. “England should have a 
strong counter-espionage sys- 
tem like France, but here it is 
more difficult.”’ 

SEVERE MEASURES 

Some Paris couturiers are 
adopting such severe anti-spy 
measures that they are crip- 
pling their own work of design- 
ing. 

A good example is Jacques 
Esterel, the prime victim of 
the recent espionage coup. He 
has announced the following 
plan de protection: 


1. No sketch of an _ entire 
dress will be shown even to 
workers in their own work- 
rooms.

In France, it is customary to 
start eating as soon as you are 
served and not wait for the 
others. 


“Even the most. dignified 
gentleman is allowed to tuck 
his napkin into his collar if that 
will make dining easier,” said 
Mme. Aron. 


Frenchmen dig right in, us- 
ing both the knife and fork at 
once. None of this one-hand.-in- 
your-lap business or switching 
the fork from the left hand to 
the right hand after cutting 
each bite of meat. 


“We are democratic diners 
and show no discrimination in 
silverware,” boasted the cor- 
pulent French lady. “Knife, 
fork and spoon are equally eli- 
gible to enter the mouth.” 


Even figures are allowed. 


French children are not for- 
bidden to eat between meals. 


“Food is good whenever you 


can get it,” declared Mme. 
Aron. 
Youngsters are never or- 


dered not to drink too much 
during meals. 


“What is this ‘too much?’” 
asked the dietician. “A Euro- 
pean boy or girl is never start- 
ed on the notion that he has a 
limited capacity so he spends 
his life proving it unlimited.” 


If the French appear to have 
nice manners as well as good 
appetites, it is because the eat- 
ing rules are less rigid, more 
natural and more pleasant to 
follow. 


‘Dining in America has too 
many ‘don’ts,’” reported the 
Frenchwoman.

Hospital technicien, was ex- 
plaining the big jump from the 
chemistry or biology lab in 
school to the streamlined, high- 
powered medical lab in a big 
city hospital. 


The trim, 23-year-old who 
grew up in Roswell is complet- 
ing her first year as a hospital 
medical technician. 


“It’s quite different from col- 


ing you put school 
formulas to work on people.” 


Anne entered Grady’s Medical 
Technology School in July 1958 
after three years of undergrad- 
uate work at Brenau College in 
Gainesville. She spent a year in- 
terning in the hospital’s 15 med- 
ical labs. 


She learned the different pro- 
cedures of the bacteriology, 
hematology, serology and path- 
ology labs, to name a few. She 
took a stint in the hospital's 
blood bank, collecting plasma 
and making smears. 


Now she’s wound up in her 
favorite spot, the micro and 
special chemistry lab. She spe- 
cializes in small-scale specimen 
usually from young patients. 
Anne now heads this new, vital 
department. 


Beekers, pipettes and flasks 
— the working tools of school 
chemistry — play second fiddle 
to elaborate hospital testing ma- 
chines. 

“We've entered the automa- 
tion age, too,” she explains. 


New machines like the micro- 
gasometer, spectrophotometer 
and autoanalyzer have stream- 
lined testing and made many of 
the old complicated lab pro- 
cedures obsolete.

Habitual Leg-Crossers Run 
Risk of Aches and Pains 


‘ WEST PALM, BEACH, Fia. 


(WNS)—Women who are habit- 


ual leg-crossers run the risk 
of all sorts of aches and pains, 
some serious, wrote Dr. Hyman 
J. Roberts in the Journal of the 
Florida Medical Assn. He 
warned inflammation of blood 
vessels in the legs can result 
from the pressure of the knee- 
cap on leg veins. 


“Furthermore,” he said, ‘‘pul- 
monary embolism may be the 
first evidence of such unrecog- 
nized vascular injury. Persons 
with long legs and pregnant 
women are especially vulner- 
able to this hazard.” 


Long motor trips and tele- 
vision viewing add to this kind 
of trouble, the doctor said, 


“owing to the limbs being main- 
tained crossed for longer pe- 
ar ama” 


Those who must especially 
watch out for impaired blood 
flow to the legs include victims 
of chronic arthritis, puffiness or 
swelling of the legs, varicose 
veins, and overweight women 
who wear tight garters or cor- 
sets. 


Dr. Roberts urged that women 


who complain of numbness, tin- 
gling, crawling or burning of 


the skin, or leg cramps, should | 


check to see whether they are 
habitual leg-crossers. 


He pointed out that condi- 
tions like sciatica also can re- 
sult from compression or 
stretching of certain nerves in

To avoid all this trouble, Dr. 
Roberts pointed out that “‘the 
utter simplicity of recommend- 
ing that persons with any of the 
disorders mentioned . . . either 
avoid the habit completely, or 
merely cross the lower limbs at 
the ankles, has much merit.

This began in 1946 when, at 14, Sonny first came afoul of the 
law in St. Louis. He was let go in his mother’s care after a lecture. 
But in 1950, Liston participated in the robbery of an all-night 
restaurant. He admitted his guilt and confessed to participation 
in two earlier holdups. He was armed in all three. He drew three 


concurrent five-year sentences at Missouri State Penitentiary in 
Jefferson City, Mo. 


—He Learned to Box in Jail 


Liston first began to box in jail, where Rev. Alois Stevens, 
the Catholic Chaplain, coached him, guided him and finally ar- 
ranged for his parole in June, 1952. For almost four years Liston 
stayed clean. However, on May 5, 1956, Sonny assaulted a St. Louis 
cop, who was found badly beaten up in an alley, a leg broken, his 
uniform torn, his badge off, his revolver missing. At first Liston 
was charged with assault and robbery. The charge was reduced 
and when he stood trial the following December, Sonny drew nine 
months in the workhouse. 


Between the time of the assault and the time of the trial, 
four more entries were put on the police record: June 14, 1956— 
speeding. Fined $25 and costs. June 21—suspected stealing. 
Released. Aug. 14—failure to answer a summons. No disposition. 
Oct. 14—suspected stealing. Released. 


By Sept. 7, 1957, Liston again was talking to the cops for an 
individual peace disturbance, which was not prosecuted. On Sept. 
28 he was picked up for suspected robbery, but released. On Nov. 1 
he was fined again for speeding. 


During this same period, while he still made St. Louis his home, 
the police twice found Liston in the company of Barney Baker when 
the hoodlum squad picked up the Teamsters’ union strong arm, 
who was later to spend two days on the stand in the Senate’s 1958 
investigation of Jimmy Hoffa. 


Liston also was befriended at the time by Johnny Vitale, 
listed as St. Louis’ No. 1 hoodlum. He has a police record going 
back 25 years. The cops believe Vitale owns a piece of Sonny’s 
contract. By coincidence, Vitale is a close friend of Blinky 
Palermo, presently under indictment:in California for extortion. 


Liston’s most recent manager of record is Pep Barone of Allen- 
town, Pa., but the boxing people say that from the time Sonny’s 
base of operation shifted from St. Louis to Philadelphia, Palermo 
became the padrone. Just prior to Liston’s victory over Bert White- 
hurst in St. Louis, in fact, Sonny received a $200 money order from 
Blinky in which the cops were interested. Again when Palermo 
came to St. Louis for the Virgil Akins-Vince Martinez fight in 1958, 


the police found receipts in Blinky’s possession for several heavy 
bills he had paid for Liston. 


—Patterson Calls His Own Shots 


In an article about Sonny in a recent Saturday Evening Post, 
author Robert L. Burnes, a St. Louis sports editor, quotes a Chicago 
businessman, who bought in for 25 per cent of Liston on Feb. 5, 
1958, but was moved out quickly although his three-year contract 
doesn't expire until next February. 


“Some of the boys in the fight mob came up to me one 
night and said they were taking Sonny East.” 


The attorney who drew up the contract asked the Chicagoan 
if he wanted to get his due in the courts. 


“I'd rather sleep nights,’ said the businessman. 


In this, weird entanglement, Jim Norris’ name also has popped 
up as Sonny’s possible “‘sponsor.” A couple of years ago Norris 
referred to Liston as “‘my fighter.” This does not necessarily 
mean that Norris literally owns Sonny, but all of Liston’s bouts 
have been for the Chicago branch of Jim’s disbanded IBC and the 
knowing in boxing say Norris has more than a rooting interest in 
the 6-1, 215-pound fighter. 


Ask Liston himself and he probably could not describe in 
absolutely certain terms how many ways he is cut up and by 
whom. He is a fighter with a past, who is something out of the 
past. In another time he would have moved faster toward a title 
match despite his backgrounds and associations. Unsavory con- 
nections were the thing then. 


In our day he would not get the chance to get into the ring 
with Patterson if Cus D’Amato were still calling the shots for the 
champ.

The man who made the knife 
for captured pilot Powers, who 
will be tried for espionage, is i 
the most famous knifesmith “a 
since James Black made the = Mee 
renowned knife for Col. James Saas 
Bowie in 1830. 

He is W. D. (Bo) Randall Jr., 
49, who is mainly a_ citrus 3 
grower, spends part of his time Dick Sewell 


as a sportsman and makes the Randall knife as 
a hobby. 


“After all these years,”’ Bo Randall said at 
his home here in the booming mid-Florida me- 
tropolis of oranges, tourists and missiles last 
weekend, “‘knife-making still is a hobby.” 


Since 1938, when Randall produced his first 


KN 


knife, he has forged over 20,000 completely hand- 
made, quality knives for fishermen, hunters and 
combat fighters. 


The knife Powers had in his possession when 
captured by the Russians was the. “all-purpose 
fighting knife,”” which won acclaim from combat 
troops in World War II. It is the same knife 
James Jones devoted several pages to in his 
novel, “Some Came Running.” 


During World War II whole companies ordered 
knives from Randall. It was at that time Ran- 
dall’s hobby became a full-time project. The 
hunters and fishermen who had benefited from 
Randall’s careful preparation teok a back seat 
to the war effort. 


Randall’s proudest moments with his Swedish- 


tooled blades have not come from his own per- 
sonal use.

a big bass floundering on shore, 
exactly in the spot the rabbit 
had so hurriedly vacated.
